THE OUTLAW NATION 

No individual or nation who becomes an 
outlaw can have any hope of ‘‘putting it 
over’’ and ‘‘make it stick’’ for any length 
of time. All outlaw buiness gets the ‘‘re- 
verse curve’’ on it sooner or later and 
proves a dismal failure, and so it must and 
will be with Germany. 

Germany has deliberately made of itself 
an oulaw nation, hated and despised by all 
civilized nations and peoples all over the 
earth, and no matter how many battles in 
the field it may win, or how many 
ships it may sink with submarines, or 
what hardships it may put upon the rest 
of mankind, it cannot wipe out that stain of 
outlawism, or change the hatred and the 
deadly emity of the people of the warld 
to the friendliness it once was. 


Even if the war was to be declared a 
draw today, and an alleged peace entered 
into by international agreement upen a 
basis of statue quo, it would not be peace, 
it would not restore favor to Germany from 
others, it would not lessen the cotempt and 
dislike in which the outlaw is held—an out- 
law is an outlaw until he has been punish- 
ed for his crime, and he is never forgiven 
or forgotten until he is punished. , 

The ravishing of Belgium, France, Serbia, 
Rumania, Poland and other peoples and 
their homes and possessions; the almost 
extermination of the Armenians by the 
Turks under German command; the sink- 
ing of hospital and relief ships; the crimes 
against nevtrals; the devastation and ruin; 
the billions of buplic debt; all these high 
crimes which have made of Germany an 
outlaw nation, must be attoned for, must 
be made good as far as possible, and the 
guilty ovtlaw must suffer a just punish- 
ment for all these crimes. Until then he 
will always remain an outlaw, always have 
the hatred and contempt of the péoples of 
the world, and always suffer their displeas- 
ure,, in a thousand ways. 

Germany is all out of raw material now, 
with which to carry on its commercial in: 
dustries if the war were stopped. It has 
long been turning finished products back 
into raw material for manufacturing mu- 
nitions of war. Ifthe war ended today, 
without just reparation of the  erimes 
which have made it an outlaw nation, no 
other nation or people wonld sell it raw 
products or any other products, and it has 
neither money or credit to buy with if they 
would. The Allies would see to it that its 
commerce with the rest of the world was 
blocked. Tt would still be shut awav from 
the rest of the world—just like anv other 
outlaw. 

The outlaw business never did pay. 


Sooner or later the outlaw gets the worst 
cn] 


of it and suffers punishment for his crimes, 
and for being an outlaw—and so it will be 
with Germany. It never fails. It is one 
of the fundamental laws of humanity. It 
has never been different, and it cannot be 
changed any more than could the laws of 
gravity. 

The slow, umoving finger of shame points 
at Germany from every enlightened, civil- 
ized, Christian nation of the world, and so

POLITICAL PROFITEERING 


There is political profiteering going on 
in this war, as well as corhmercial profiteer- 
ing and if there is any difference in the 
crimes we should say the former is the 
worse, though Lord knows both deserve 
court marshal and firing squad. 


In ordinary times one can understand 
graft and robbery, and lay it to human self- 
ishness and dishonesty, but one would 
naturally think that ordinary patriotism 
would prevent dishonesty, in times like 
these, when human life is the price of it. 
All grafters, either commercial or political, 
should be weeded out and punished severe- 
ly, and if they are not then the natural con- 
clusion that is arrived at is that the gov- 
ernment officials and agents are as deep in 
the mud as others are in the mire. And 
such is generally the case, for graft and~ 
dishonesty could not long prevail without 
the conivance of those whose duty it is to 
prevent it. s : 

When hundreds of our brave soldier boys 
were murdered in the Philippinésby eat- 
ing the putrid canned meats shipped to 
them by the hundreds of tons, investiga- 
tion showed that Senator Alger of Michi- 
gan and others high in authority, stood in 
with the contractors on the murderous job 
and shared in he stolen boodle. Nothing - 
was Yone to Alger and his cohorts and 
band of thieves and murderers, but every 
one of them ought to have been hung high- 
er than Hayman. 

What brings all this to mind, aside from 
the frauds being found out in the East, 
where government contractors shave been: 
upto the same old tricks of frau graft, 
is the resignation here in California of 
John F. Neylan, one of the heads of the so- 
called State Council of Defense. According 
to Neylan, this State Council of Defense 
has already used up nearly $50,000 of the 
people’s money and has done nothing what- 
ever to earn it, and in point of fact is about 
as much use as a fifth wheel in a wagon. 

As near as we can make out this state 
council of defense is nothing much more 
than a political graft out of which a num- 
ber of half baked Bull Moose politicians are 
getting a nice rakeoff for doing nothing un- 
der heavens to help the war, help any- 
body or anything, except their own pocket- 
hooks. Neylan says in his letter of resig- 
nation that one man is drawing $500 a 
month for sitting around and looking wise 
like an owl, and there are probably others. 
Ife says the body has no power and can do 
no good and ought to be abolished, and he 
probably knows what he is talking about, 
and not only that, but it is likely that there 
are hundreds, and maybe thousands, of just 
such geeks grafting out of the flesh and 
blood of the nation and the lives of the 
soldiers, in time of war and stress. 

Those who hinder instead of helping; 
those who steal and graft instead of giving 
—all such traitors deserve and ought to get 


just what other traitors get—cold lead.
